Dl shows an arrangement for tightening an implant according to 
the preamble of claim 1. The lateral surfaces (16) of the 
turning tool are arranged with friction-enhancing means (se 
column 2, lines 42-64). 

D2 also shows an arrangement according to the preamble of 
claim 1. The implant and the tool are arranged with 
interacting parts (19) which extend beyond the first and 
second lateral surfaces (19', figure 4) and are obviously 
arranged to take up bending moments occurring in the event of 
a tendency toward skewing between the implant and the tool (se 
figure 3D, 3E) . 

Both alternatives according to claim 1 is known from Dl and 
D2. Consequently, the invention defined in claim 1 lacks 
novelty and inventive step. 

The arrangements according to claims 2-3 and 12-15 are also 
previous known from Dl and D2 . Consequently, claims 2-3 and 
12-15 also lack novelty and inventive step. 

However, the invention defined in claims 4-11 is clearly 
distinguished from known technique and therefore considered to 
be novel and involve an inventive step.
